Department  of  Grounds  and  Buildings  who  were  honored  this 
week  at  a  unique  departmental  ceremony  for  having  served 
the  University  for  a  quarter-century  or  longer.  Representing 
22  different  occupational  classifications,  which  ranged  from 
front-office  executives  to  such  dexterijus  specialists  as  electri- 
cians, masons  and  tinsmiths,  the  group  assembling  in  Nassau 
Hall  came  within  21  years  of  memorializing  the  date  the  his- 
toric structure  was  completed  Nassau  Hall  was  finished  in 
1756;  Thursday's  gathering  had  served  a  total  of  1,787  years. 

Seven  of  those  receiving  the  awards  authorized  by  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees  matriculated  at  Old  Nassau  be- 
fore Woodrow  Wilson  departed  from  the  Princeton  scene, 
while  another  trio,  one  of  whom  retired  in  1938,  entered  the 
University's  employ  during  the  presidency  of  Wilson's  prede- 
cessor, Francis  Landey  Patton.

There  seems 
to  be  no  end  to  the  versatility  and 
variety  of  nylon  as  a  fabric;  and  in 
the  form  of  halt-slips  and  white 
uniforms,  it  is  entirely  different  and 
equally  satisfactory. 

The  half-slips  are  a  brand  new 
tricot  (linit)  nylon  that  feels  some- 
what like  silk  jersey,  but  is  far 
filmier  and  yet  has  more  body  to 
it.  That  may  sound  like  an  odd 
combination  but  it's  the  best  way 
we  can  describe  its  light  coolness 
that  doesn't  pull  and  stretch  in  all 
directions.  The  lace-edged  slips  are 
of  the  new  in-between  length  that, 
unlike  many  we  have  seen,  does 
not  show  miles  below  this  year's 
skirts.  Being  nylon,  they  are  ex- 
tremely fast  dryers,  needing  no 
ironing  whatsoever;  and  they  come 
in  sizes  24  to  30,  for  $2.98,  at  Bail- 
ey's, 14  Witherspoon. 

The  white  uniforms  are  also  of  a 
new  form  of  nylon,  only  this  time 
it  has  more  the  feel  of  crepe.  We 
really  should  apologize  to  nylon- 
producers  for  comparing  it  to  other 
fabrics;  but  know  of  no  other  way 
to  give  you  the  picture  without 
your  seeing  it.  This  material,  too, 
has  a  lot  of  body,  no  bagging  and 
good  fit. 

The  uniforms  come  in  five  dif- 
ferent styles,  most  of  them  much 
more  attractive  than  the  average 
uniform,  all  with  long  or  short 
sleeves.  We  particularly  liked  a 
Peter  Pan-collared  model  which 
buttons  up  the  front  of  the  skirt 
with  the  pearl  buttons  branching 
oft  up  the  top  to  the  side  of  the 
shoulder.  It  is  trim,  practical  and 
good-looking.

Sports  in  Short 


Princeton  Sets  the  Pace.  Last 
March  12,  Prince-ton's  basketball 
team  lost  to  Penn,  then  had  to  sit 
back  hoping  Harvard  would  beat 
■Vale  to  force  Tiger  &  Bulldog  into  a 
championship  playoff.  The  Crimson 
failed  to  oblige.  On  Monday  after- 
noon, however,  the  Ells  were  con- 
siderably more  thoughtful,  pasting 
a  3-0  shutout  on  the  Cambridge 
nine  and  thereby  giving  Princeton 
sole  title  to  (list  place  in  the  East- 
tern  League.

Tulsa  (Thurs.-Sat.)  needs  a  spec- 
tacular fire  roaring  through  a  huge 
Oklahoma  oil  field  to  redeem  a 
rather  ordinary  story  about  the 
quest  for  "black  gold."
